Shop-A-Rama for the years 1961, 
1962 and 1963. 


It will settle for taxes based 
upon a property evaluation of $6.5 
million for those three years, pro­ 
vided the shopping center itself 
does not try to lower that figure. 
Was Insisting 
The borough for IO months has 
been insisting that the correct 
evaluation should be $7.2 million, 
a figure originally established by 
an assessment firm that made an 
evaluation of the entire county in 
1959.
